“May I take this opportunity to 
say thanks, especially to the stu¬ 
dents, for their unrelenting coopera¬ 
tion in all our endeavors.” 

Miss Egan, the incoming adviser 
for the G.O., feels that the emphasis 
on the G.O. in the school life should 
be stronger. The purpose of the G.O., 
she feels, is to unite the effort of fur¬ 
thering school spirit.

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To write an article about Mr. Keith Baird, of Bushwick’s Language Department, 
is by no means an easy task. After talking to Mr. Baird, it is hard to decide just where 
to start because there is so much to tell. 

Organizes Club 

Mr. Baird has been teaching at our school since 1961. He came here after having 
taught at Thomas Jefferson High School. Since that time, Mr. Baird has made a def¬ 
inite mark here by organizing the Fredrick Douglas Club. 

The club is based on a great interest of Mr. Baird’s Afro-American affairs. The 
group discusses and looks into current events, international relations, and cul¬ 
tural heritages of the Afro-American. Mr. 

Baird explains that he prefers the term 
“Afro-American” to “Negro” because the lat¬ 
ter has a connotation of slavery, while the 
former deals with a geographic factor. 

Outside of school Mr. Baird also shows an 
interest in this subject by giving lectures on it 
at parents' meetings and other gatherings, and 
by participating in various activities dealing 
with Africa. 

Mr. Baird's other great interest is lan¬ 
guages. He has studied many, including Ger¬ 
man, Spanish, French, Latin, Greek, and San¬ 
scrit. At the present time, he is studying on 
his own, Swahili, one of the languages of 
Africa. However, in the language area his 
primary interest lies with the Romance 
languages. 

“Unique Experience” 

Mr. Baird speaks English with a noticeable 
British accent, since in 1947 he came to the 
United States from the West Indies, formerly 
under British control. He says that living in 
the United States is a “unique experience'' 
for anybody, but particularly for a person who 
was not born here. He would, however, like to 
return to the West Indies to visit and to stay 
there. In the United States Mr. Baird at¬ 
tended Columbia University. He has completed 
his residency for a Ph.D. 

In his spare time, Mr. Baird likes to read, 
mainly about Africa, languages and philos-

ophy. He also likes to write poetry. Although 
he has not submitted too much of his poetry 
for publication, he has had several poems 
appear in print. His “Et Semper Er.it,'' which 
deals with time, was in Quarto. As is shown 
from this example, Mr. Baird *s fond of Latin 
titles. He also writes book reviews. 

Bushwick should be proud and glad to have 
a personality such as Mr. Baird on its fac¬ 
ulty, since he has brought to many Bushwick 
students a better insight and understanding 
of our relations with Africa and Africans.

I think the best way to help teenage drop¬ 
outs is to have some sort of a trial system. 

In this system the student 
would have an opportunity 
to try to make up the 
work he had failed to ac¬ 
complish originally. This 
would avoid all the red 
tape which is involved in 
dropping out. Then, after 
a trial period, set by the 
student and the counselor, 
the student would decide whether to remain in 
or leave school. 

The trial period would eliminate any 
doubts in the student's mind as to whether 
he had made the right choice. I believe such 
a system would increase the percentage of 
dropouts returning to finish school.

At Press Council Meeting

The conference on Human Relations, under the direction of the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews in association with the 
N.Y.C. High School Press Council, met at the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace Building, Friday, January 3.

The members, first welcomed by 
the president of the Press Council, 
Ann Gambino, were introduced to the 
speakers. 

The first speaker was Miss Mar¬ 
jorie Longley of the New York Times , 
who brought out the point that hu¬ 
man relations were behind politics, 
science and progress. As an example 
of this, she used the confusion of the 
people during the campaign of 1928. 
A1 Smith, a Catholic, was then a can¬ 
didate. 

Mr. Frederick Williams, director of 
the Human Relations Unit of the 
Board of Education, stated that the 
youth of this age can help to better 
human relations. The school newspap¬ 
ers can be a valuable aid to this 
goal. 

Mr. Gordon D. Hall, lecturer, writ¬ 
er and researcher on extremist move¬ 
ments, was the last speaker. Mr. Hall 
discussed the rightist and leftist 
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movements, describing and analyzing 
both. He stated that the leftist hates 
the American economic system but 
loves the American people. The right¬ 
ist loves the American economic sys¬ 
tem but hates the American people. 
In this respect, the left tends to win 
the American youth. At the extreme 
left is communism and at the extreme 
right is fascism. Mr. Hall’s advice to 
the student journalists was to acquire 
an awareness of the political happen¬ 
ings. 

After a question and answer pe¬ 
riod, Mr. Vincent Bowditch, National 
Director of the mass media for N.C.- 
C.J., spoke on ‘‘What a newspaper 
can do to better human relations.” 
He presented the N.C.C.J. Brother¬ 
hood Award for the best article on 
human relations to Jerry Nev of De- 
Witt Clinton High School.

The Bushwick bowling team concluded its P.S.A.L. season with 
8 victories and 6 defeats. The team finished in fourth place of six 
other opposing teams. Since the bowling squad has only been in exis¬ 
tence two years, it has done quite well in its season. 

Mr. Goldman, coach of the bowling team, stated that the team 
could have done better than fourth place. He also stated that in cer¬ 
tain matches when Bushwick needed that clutch teamwork to win, the 
team did not hold together as a whole.
